Fair Exceeded Expectations — Town 
Council Takes Means for Fire 


Protection. 


Vermilion, Oct. 16.—The second day 
of the fair has proved one of the most 
successful in the records of Vermilion. 
The weather has left nothing to be de- 


sired and the number attending is, if 
anything larger than was expected. 
The whole of the forenoon and part of 
the afternoon waa occupied in judg- 
ing cattle and horses. Horses were 
well represented and it required som¢ 
careful consideration on the part of 
the judges in several instances to dis- 
criminate between first ajd 
prizes.

WANT NINE-HOUR DAY. 


The journeymen blacksmiths of Ed- 
monton have made a demand on the 
master blacksmiths for a  nine-hour 
day and a regulation scale of wages 
covering the entire city, which demand 
so far has not been acceedei to by the 
master blacksmiths, but. a compromise 
offer has been made. 

The journeymen demand a nine hour 
‘day from 7 a.m. to § p.m. with a 
scale of 33.25 for firemen, $3.00 for 
floormen and $2.25 for helpers. 

‘The masters are willing to grant the 
nine-hour day providing it commences 
at 8 a. m. and finishes at 6 o'clock. 
They offer to pay a minimum of $3 for 
firemen, $2.75 for floormen, and $2.00 
for helpers. 


The masters state that tthis is only 
the minimum; that the bettter me*han- 
ics are already getting better wag2s 
than the scale they offer to pay, but 
that there are many mechanics to whom 
they could not pay the top price. 

A committee from the journeymen and 
masterss met on Friday night when the 
demands were submitted. 

On Monday evening the journeymen 
met and decided to stay by their Ce- 
mands, which they ask to be granted on 
November Ist. 

On Tuesday the masters met and de- 
cided not to go beyond their compro- 
mise offer. 

Both sides state that tthey do not an- 
| ticipate a strike, and that the matter 
will be amicably adjusted.

Winnipeg Free Press.—One of Italy's 
rhief imports is wheat. The official 
calculation of the Italian government 
js that 65,000,000 bushels of 
wheat will come into Italy this year 
gndt he prospects are ‘hat 
bushel of this wil! come from Canada. 
Between 25 and $0 million bushels of 
hard rice wheat will come from Odes- 
sa .on the Black Sea; some five milliva 
tuabsizs from the Argentine Repubii., 
possibly million bushels of durum 
wheat from .the United States, and the 
rest from wheat growing regions in 
Southern Europe and Northern Afri- 
es. This wheat will bring about a 
dollar a bushel after the duty of ifc 
a bushel is paid. The price at Genoa 
$s therefore pretty much what it is at 
Liverpool; and given better shipping 
facilities it might be possible to wind 
@- market in Italy fOr cCnsideranle 
quantities of Canadian wheat which is 
much superior in milling ‘qualities to 
anything which is offered here. 

Thentt here is coal. Italy is becoming 
a great manufacturing country and 
her consumption of .coal is increasing 
vear by year. There are no coal 
mines in Italy; nor in any of the coun- 
tries adjacent; and all that is used 
has tobe brought by ship to the sta- 
ports of the country. Hydro-electric 
power is being developed to the capa- 
city of the water powers, and there are 
considerable installations throughout 
Northern Italy. In the neighborhood of 
Milant here has been adevelopment of 
some 40,000 h.p. which is all absorbed 
in the industrial enterprises of Lom- 
bardy and many smail mills and fac- 
stories placed along the streams are Op- 
erated by water power direct. Only a 
limited amount of power, however, can 
be obtained either directly or indirect- 
iy from water, and the country is un-

Ninety per cent of this 
was from Great Britain. Welsh coal 
commends a good premium. Quo- 


tations at Genoa on a recent date 
show that the highest price which 
was paid was 31.50 francs per metric 
ton for Cambrian coal, while inferior 
British coals were from 5 to 6.francs 
a ton less. Austria supplies about one- 
gixth the demands and Germany 4 less- 
er amount. A certain amount of Unii- 
€d States soft coal reaches Italy every 
year. In the last -year for which de- 
tailed government figures are availab'e, 
the United States coal imported was 
valued at one million dollars. There 
seems to be a considerable market in 
Italy for coal and the mines of the 
Maritime Provinces, considering their 
nearness to the sea ,should be able

to put coal into Genoa harbor as cheap- 


ly as their Pennsylvania competitors. 

With an eye on these possibilities, 
the Canadian government has made its 
display of Canadian coal at the exposi- 
tioa elaborate one. This consisis 
chiefly of Huge blocks, and these are so 
grouped about one of -the entrance 
doors as to compel the attention of 
all who visit .tne Canadian pavilion. 
Merchants and -manufacturers have 
boen attracted by this display, and the 
officials in charge have been called up- 
on frequently to give information 4s 
to the cost, quality and availability of 
the Canadian article. -All the large 
Canadian mines—those in the Nanaimo, 
Crow’s Nest, Springhill and Sydney dis- 
tricts—are represented in the exhibits. 
The government of Italy which took 
over all the railways in the kingdom 
last May, and is now operating them, 
is the largest buyer of coal in the 
country, and particulars as to the suit- 
ability of Canadian coal for railway 
purposes will be laid by the Canadian 
commissioners at the’ exhibition before 
the government officials who have the 
railways in their charge. 

Another very large order which it is 
to give is for raw tobacco, nearly four 
million dollars worth of which is am 
nually imported. This is practically 
#1 i supplied by the United States. 
Tobacco is a state monopoly in Italy 
and the cultivation of the tobacco plant 
by private parties is forbidden under 
penalty of a very heavySfine. The 
Canadian exhibit includes a good dis- 
Play of tobacco ieaf from Bssex, Ont., 
and the tobacco growing ccuntries 
along the St. Lawrence.

“The 
Canadian government,’ ‘says the pla- 
tard, imposes no restriction on the far- 
mer either for the growing or sale of 
his tobacco.
